Bureau of Raw Materials Interested 


John B. Gordon, Washington representative of the Bureau 
1f Raw Materials for American Vegetable Oils and Fats 
Industries, in a statement replied to John H. Kirby, presi 
dent of the Southern Tariff Association, who has been lead 
ing the movement in opposition to any reduction in duties 
on vegetable oils. Mr, Gordon declared that the high duties 
on vegetable oils have not benefited Southern producers as 
claimed by Mr. Kirby 

“The farmer of the South has not protited to the extent 
of one mill by the tariff on foreign vegetable oils,” said Mr. 
Gordon. “The South produced in 1922 according to Govern 
ment records 623,000,000 pounds of peanuts Department 
of Agriculture records of peanut oil shipments show that 
less than 1% per cent of these peanuts were ca mage into oil, 
the remaining 98% per cent. being consumed by the edible 
nut trade 

“The Tariff Act of 1922 only perpetuated the duties on 
foreign vegetable oils. They have really been in effect since 
the passage of the emergency tariff in May, 1921.” 

The Southern producers who appeared before the 
ident were interested primarily in such vegetable oils as 
peanut oil and cottonseed oil. Thus far the commission has 
not ordered investigations into duties of these particular 
oils, which were included in the list of those in the applica- 
tion for reductions in duties presented by the Bureau of Raw 
Materials for American Vegetable Oils and Fats Industries. 

The commission, however, has approved an investigation 
under the flexible provisions of the tariff law into duties on 
linseed oil, which is one of those in the list presented by 
this bureau, which includes both paint and soap manufac- 
turers in its membership. In the case of linseed oil the 
bureau desires a reduction of 50 per cent in the present 
duty, which is 3.3 cents per pound. The present rate is a 
considerable increase over the duty in the Underwood act 
of 10 cents per gallon of seven and one-half pounds. The 
present duty is equivalent to about 25 cents per gallon. The 
Payne-Aldrich law provided a duty of 15 cents per gallon. 

The commission has recently ordered a number of inves- 
tigations in addition to that on linseed oil. Other com- 
modities in the latest list are synthetic phenolic resin, 
smokers’ articles made from synthetic phenolic resin, phenol, 
cresylic acid, and briar-wood pipes. 

Some of these latest investigations affect paragraphs 27 and 
28, which are those relating to dyes and other coal tar 
products and which have an American valuation ad valorem 
duty as well as a specific duty. 

The situation affecting the commodities covered under 
paragraphs 27 and 28 is as follows 

Synthetic phenolic resin, paragraph 28. Application by 
the National Importing Co., New York, asks a reduction of 
the duty of 60 per cent ad valorem and seven cents per 
pound, American valuation, on the raw material, or an in- 
crease in duties on articles made from the product, which 
is a coal tar preparation. The commodity is used in manu- 
facture of a wide variety of articles, molded plastics, insula- 
tions, gears, pipe stems, fountain pens, etc. 

Phenol, paragraph 27. Application for reduction filed by 
James F. Ballard, Inc.. St. Louis. This is a coal tar inter- 
mediate dutiable at 55 per cent and seven cents per pound, 
American valuation, used in dyes and for a variety of pur 
poses, including synthetic resin. 

Cresylic acid, paragraph 27. Application for a reduction 
by the Insecticide & Disinfectant Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, New York. This also is a coal tar intermediate at 55 
per cent ad valorem and seven cents per pound, American 
valuation.

Marking Imported Perfumery and Other Labels 


Treasury Decision 39,547 rules that imported labels bear- 
ing a distinctive design intended for an individual manu- 
facturer may be marked with the country of origin on 
the packages in which they are done up. An inquiry from 
New York referred to certain lithographed perfumery 
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ee 


labels detained on the ground that they were not individy. 
ally marked with the country of origin under the Treas- 
ury general marking instructions. The ruling says: 

“In the case of labels bearing a distinctive brand or 
design showing that they are for an individual manufac. 
turer or producer in this country for use on his products 
the marking of the packages in which such labels are done 
up will be accepted as sufficient 

“With respect to labels of a general character which may 
be used for various purposes by anyone to whom sold the 
marking should be upon the package in the quantities in 
which such labels are ordinarily sold to the consumer and 
the individual labels need not be marked unless they are of 
a character that are sold less than a definite quantity jn 
each package.” 


Drafts of Standards of Strength for Dyes, Etc. 


The Treasury Department has issued a preliminary draft 
of proposed standards of strength of dyes, etc., under the 
terms of a proviso to paragraph 28 of the tariff law which 
provides for the adoption of a standard of strength of each 
dye or other article which shall conform as nearly as prac- 
ticable to the commercial strength in ordinary use in the 
United States prior to July 1, 1914, and that if a dye or 
other article has been introduced into commercial use since 
that date, then the standard of strength shall conform as 
nearly as practicable to the commercial strength in — 
use, and that, furthermore, if a dye is ordinarily used j 
more than one commercial strength the lowest one shall be 
adopted as the standard for commercial purposes. The 
Treasury in announcing the standards of strength stated that 
the main consideration has been the choosing of that dye 
which corresponds in strength as nearly as practicable to the 
lowest commercial strength of the given class, in conformity 
with paragraph 28 of the tariff act of 1922. The fact that 
a certain dye is chosen as a standard, it is stated, does not 
necessarily mean that that particular dye is the best or pur- 
est of the class, although its dyeing properties have of 
necessity been taken into consideration. 

The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce has 
selected William C. Schwartz of New York to carry on 
the statistical work covering the imparts of dyes which was 
organized and conducted temporarily by John P. Bushnell. 
Mr. Schwartz has been associated with dye companies and 
also with the Textile Alliance. 


Hoover Sends an Expert Chemist to Berlin 


The Department of Commerce has announced the appoint- 
ment of Major Frederick E. Breithut as chemical trade com- 
missioner on the staff of Commercial Attache Herring at 
Berlin. The department stated that on account of the sig- 
nificant development in the chemical industry in Germany, 
and the importance of these developments to the American 
industry, it was felt to be desirable to procure the services 
of a chemist with a commercial background to study the 
present condition of chemical affairs in that country. 

During the world war Dr. Breithut for a time was Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Conservation of the Federal Food 
Board of New York. He resigned to become a major in 
the Chemical Warfare Service and was attached to the 
headquarters staff of Major General William L. Seibert, 
then as chairman of the chemicals group, price section of the 
War Trade Board. After the armistice, Dr. Breithut spent 
several years in industrial chemical work, returning to the 
College of the City of New York last year. 


Delahanty Joins Chemical Staff in New York 


The Department of Commerce has announced the ap- 
pointment of Thomas W. Delahanty of New York to be 
attached to the staff of the Chemical Division. Mr. Dela- 
hanty is a Cornell graduate and is a member of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society and of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. He has had considerable experience 
in the manufacture, importation and exportation of drugs, 
chemicals, and dyes through his connection with the Dicks 
David Co., Inc., and the American Chemical Co. Mr. Dela- 
hanty goes to the Chemical Division from the Ajax Rub- 
ber Co.. for which he has been investigating the systematiz- 
ing, production, control and ‘marketing of products.

legitimate purposes. Under the new ruling inspections will 
be ordered only where the prohibition director has reason 
to believe that there may be some irregularity or where the 
director has no information as to the standing of the ap- 
plicant. 

The prohibition chief in his new order, which is desig- 
nated as Pro. Circular Pro. No. 192, calls attention to the 
terms of Section 10, (a), of regulation 60 as amended by D. 
T. 3398 providing that directors shall make a thorough ex- 
amination and investigation into every application for either 
a new or renewal permit before taking any action thereon. 

After quoting from the existing regulation the order con- 
tinues : 

“It appears that certain misconceptions exist as to when 
investigations, Or inspections, are, or are not, necessary. All 
applications for basic or special permits, as well as all ap- 
plications for change in such permits, are required to be made 
on form 1404, except when the commissioner, acting under 
section 15 (b), makes an order regarding a permit on his 
own motion. The fact that form 1404 is used does not, how- 
ever, make necessary an inspection in every case. 

“The necessity for a director to make inspections in the 
course of investigations pursuant to Sections 10 (a), 11 (a), 
15 (a), etc., before recommending approval, disaproval, or 
modification of an application, is to be determined by the 
director in the light of all the provisions of Section 10 (a), 
keeping in mind particularly the effect of the permission to 
omit the investigation where the director can ‘otherwise 
satisfy himself of the applicant’s fitness to hold the permit.’ 
It is intended that any ‘investigation necessary to determine 
what action is appropriate,’ shall be made, but it is also 
desirable to avoid unnecessary investigations of reputable 
permittees. 

“It is believed that in a large percentage of the applica- 
tions the director has knowledge of facts and evidence of 
such a character that under the above clauses, no inspection 
is necessary; if so, the time and expense of an investigation 
should be avoided. The evidence relied on should ‘be set 
forth in a memorandum for the commissioner, the approval 
or disapproval of the application should be indicated, as 
provided in the regulations, and the application should be 
sent to this office for final action. 

“The statute itself provides that permits shall expire on 
December 31 of each year; this makes necessary an applica- 
tion for renewal each year.

The Department of Commerce announces that, acc 
© reports made to the Bureau of the Census, the y 
products of establishments engaged primarily in the distilla 
tion of common or ethyl alcohol and other liquors (whether 
such for industrial or medicinal uses, or in a dena- 
tured form) amounted to $28,789,000 in 1921, as compared

That the consumption of essential oils of citrus fruit in 
the United States is increasing is evidenced by the gain in 
imports. Previous to the war the imports of lemon oil 
did not equal 450,000 pounds, whereas in 1919 the imports 
were over 500,000 pounds, and in 1922 they totaled nearly 
74,000 pounds. Imports of oil of limes grew from 13,000 
pounds prior to the war to over 46,000 pounds in 1919.

Toilet Preparations in Portuguese East Africa

Verdict in Favor of Procter & Gamble Selling Policy 


The commission has announced the dismissal of its com- 
plaint against the Procter & Gamble Distributing Co., of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. The practice complained of was that of 
guaranteeing against a price decline in the sale of soaps 
The complaint was dismissed in accordance with a recom- 
mendation of Examiner Warren .R. Choate, as noted in 
last month’s issue of THE AMERICAN PERFUMER & ESSEN- 
TIAL Ow Review. Mr. Choate in his report pointed out that 
the practice of guaranteeing jobbers against price declines 
had existed in the soap industry for thirty or forty years, 
and expressed the opinion that the Procter & Gamble Dis- 
tributing Co. had not taken advantage of competitors who 
had not given price decline guarantees Mr. Choate took 
the position that the practice did not relieve jobbers from 
losses, that it did not encourage them to carry excessive 
stocks, or deter them from reducing prices 

This action of the commission is regarded as another vic- 
tory for the wholesalers, who have been fighting for the 
principle of price guarantees. It is a free insurance for 
them. Several wholesalers have been cited by the commis- 
sion for coercing manufacturers to adopt the practice, and 
the complaints now are pending. It is not believed, how- 
ever, that this decision will affect the status of these cases 
because in the latter the question of conspiracy is involved. 
The commission now has pending complaints against the 
Corn Products Co, and others, based on the practice of 
guaranteeing against price declines. These will be tried, 1 
is believed, but the commission is expected to take the same 
action as in the Procter & Gamble case. 


Order Issued Against Williams Soap Co. 


The commission has issued a cease and desist order 
against the Williams Soap Co., of Indianapolis. The order 
declares that advertising soap as “medicated” or as being 
made for or by a “medical association,” when such state 
ments are not true, is an unfair business act. The order 
specifies that the Williams Soap Co. must discontinue the 
following practices 

“(1) Placing upon cartons, boxes or containers in which 
its soap is sold, or in circulars or other literature in which 
its soap is described, any trade name or brand containing the 
term ‘Dr.’ or ‘Doctor,’ or any other term having the ten- 
dency to indicate to purchasers or prospective purchasers 
of its soap or to mislead or deceive them into the belief that 
said soap had been manufactured after a formula prepared 
by a physician or surgeon, when, in fact, said soap had not 
been so manufactured. 

“(2) Placing upon containers in which its soap is sold 
or in its circulars or other literature in which said soap is 
described the trade names or designations ‘U. S. Medical 
Association,” or ‘National Medical Association,’ or other 
similar trade name or designation. * * * 

“(3) Placing upon containers in which its soap is sold, 
or in its circulars, or other literature in which said soap is 
described either in the form of trade names, brands, designa- 
tions, or otherwise, the words ‘medicated’ or ‘antiseptic,’ or 
other similar term. * * * 

“(4) Placing upon containers in which its soap is sold, 
or in circulars or other literature in which said soap is de- 


scribed, the statement that said soap is ‘free from all fatty 


acids,’ when in fact such soap is not free from all fatty 
acids.” 
Illinois Glass Co. Receives a Complaint 
Among other business concerns which have recently been 


made the subject of oe complaints issued by the Federal 
Trade Commission is » Illinois Glass Co. The complaint 
alleges that the ancl of competitors’ stock was de- 
signed to lessen competition and to create a monopoly in 
the glass bottle industry. 

The complaint says that the company is a manufacturer 
of — kinds of glass bottles, and for many years, it is 
alleged, has pursued a policy of buying the capital stock of 
concerns engaged in the same line of business, which has 
tended to make the Illinois Glass Co, an important factor in 
the glass bottle trade. 

The commission alleges that the recent acquisition of the 
entire assets and good-will of the Cumberland. Glass Manu- 
tacturing Co. has the effect of restraining commerce in the 
glass bottle industry throughout the New England, Central 
Atlantic and Middle Western States, and the further effect 
of tending to create in the Illinois Glass Co. a monopoly in 
the same industry. After thirty days have elapsed in which 
the respondent may answer the charges of the complaint, a 
day will be set for a further hearing 


Complaint Issued Against Armand Company 


The commission has issued a complaint charging the Ar- 
mand Company, of Des Moines, lowa, with maintaining 
standard resale prices through co-operation with its dealers 
customers and agents. The company is a manufacturer of 
toilet preparations and, according to the citation, employs 
a system of fixing specified standard prices at which its 
products are to be resold 

In its price maintenance plan, it is alleged, the Armand 
Company has made it generally known to the trade that it 
required its customers to maintain and enforce its resale 
prices, and to sell only to such other distributors as main- 
tained and enforced the same. 


Mennen Case Linked in Warner Complaint 


\ formal complaint has been issued by the commission 
against William R. Warner & Co., Inc., of New York City, 
engaged in the manufacture of patent medicines, etc. Its 
factories are located in New York City and St. Louis. The 
complaint alleges both unfair competition, contrary to the 
Federal Trade Commission Act, and price discrimination 
contrary to the Clayton Act. Thirty days are allowed for 
the filing of an answer 

The Warner company’s alleged policy of discriminating in 
prices between its preferred and non- preferred customers is 
challenged in the complaint. The basis of the firm’s classi- 
fication of customers is not disclosed. The preferred cus- 
tomers include both wholesalers and retailers, and the non- 
preferred class also includes both wholesalers and retailers. 

It is noted that the nature of the price discrimination pre- 
sented in the Warner case is different from that presented 
in the Mennen case. In the Mennen case the discrimination 
was in favor of wholesalers as against retailers purchasing 
co-operatively In the Warner case the discrimination al- 
leged to be in use is in favor of a preferred class as against 
a non-preferred class, the preferred class including both 
wholesalers and retailers, and the non-preferred class also 
including both wholesalers and certain retailers. 


Hyman & Zaslav Banned on “French Ivory” 


The commission has issued a cease and desist order 
against Hyman & Zaslav, of New York City, in connection 
with the use of the word “ivory” in branding articles made 
from imitation material. Representatives of dealers in cellu- 
loid, pyrolin and other materials used to imitate ivory con- 
demned this practice at a conference with the commission. 
The commission found that the New York firm purchased 
unbranded articles made of nitrated cellulose grained to imi- 
tate ivory and labeled them indelibly with the words “French 
Ivory.” Articles so marked were then sold to retailers. 
Such acts, the commission held, constitute unfair methods of 
competition.

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METHYL HEPTINE CARBONATE AND USE OF ACETYLENIC 
ESTERS IN THE PERFUME INDUSTRY*

Among the constantly increasing number of organic syn- 
thetic products which have been found useful in perfumery, 
methyl heptine carbonate deserves a special place, on ac- 
count of the unusual interest of its method of manufacture, 
as well as the remarkable advantages of its use. 

The preparation of this ester requires the most painstaking 
technique and delicate management at the disposal of modern 
chemistry. Nevertheless, its development from the labora- 
tory to the factory scale has been effected without mishap, 
the industrial product attaining, from the start, a high degree 
of perfection 

It was in the course of the admirable joint research of 
Moureu and Delange, in 1903," that methyl heptine carbonate 
was discovered, together with numerous other derivatives 
having the triple bond

In conjunction with the ionones and methyl ionones, it is 
capable, in some measure, of replacing violet extracts, and 
of imparting an original note to the perfume 
and more complex, used by the perfumer. Any of these uses 
would justify the arduous labor required in developing it. 

We will now indicate summarily, but with sufficient pre- 
cision, the various steps leading to the synthesis of this 
compound

There is no reciprocal agreement between Japan and Great 
Britain. An arrangement exists between China and the 
United States for the protection of American trade- 
marks in China With regard te patents, the Shanghai 
Mixed Court recently gave a judgment to the effect that 
“there are no provisions in China for the protection and 
registration of foreign patents.”—London Chemist & Drug-

U. S. TRADE MARKS IN GERMANY 


The adherence of Germany to the Madrid Trade Mark 
Convention on December 1, 1922, and the consequent ac- 
ceptance of approximately 29,000 international marks for 
registraticn without preliminary examination, was a cause 
ef concern to owners of American trade marks registered 
in Germany, owing to the possibility of conflict between 
the international and the German registrations, says Consui 
E. Verne Richardson, Berlin 

Since the United States is not a member of the Madrid 
Cenvention, the position of American marks in respect to 
priority over international trade marks has been definitely 
established by the German Patent Office. In case of con- 
flict, any American trade mark registered in Germany pre- 
vious to December 1, 1922, holds priority over any trade 
mark included in the list accepted under the terms of the 
Madrid Convention. Before an American trade mark, for 
which application was made after December 1, 1922, can 
be registered in Germany, the Berne list must be examined, 
and if no conflicting trade mark is found the American 
registration will be granted. In the contrary case, registra- 
tion will be denied the American mark. 

An order effective April 1, 1923, increased the fees (in 
(sermany) for the registration of patents, designs, and trade- 
marks to fourteen times the fees in effect since December 1, 
1922. This increase applies to all fees falling due on or after 
\pril 1. One month is allowed within which to make up the 
difference between the old and new fees, if payment falls 
due within the first month following the date on which the 
decree becomes effective

FLAVOR RULE 391 OF DOUBTFUL LEGALITY 
The Bureau of Chemistry's new Regulation 391, printed 
on page 92 of our April issue, has aroused considerable 
criticism. Thomas J. Hickey, general counsel for two of 
the associations covering this tield, has this to say about it 
“Item 391 deals with flavoring extracts and flavors, This 
regulation undertakes to require the ingredients to be de- 
clared upon the labels of imitation products. However, in 
lieu of the statement of ingredients, the regulations provide 
that the words ‘artificial flavor and color’ may be used 


“In the opinion of our General Counsel the Department 


has gone beyond the requirements of the law. Where a 
manufacturer puts up an imitation flavor and plainly labels 
the product as an imitation Havor, this is as far as the law 


requires him to go. He cannot be compelled to state upon 


the label the ingredients composing the imitation, neither 
can he be compelled to state apon the label ‘artificial flavor 
and color.” A product would not be an imitation unless it 
simulated the color and flavor of the genuine article. There- 
fore, when it is plainly labeled as an imitation, that label 
covers the whole ground and there is neither law nor rea- 
son for compelling any further or supplemental statement 
“Our General Counsel would therefore advise all our 
members to disregard the above regulations in so far as 
these regulations undertake to require additional or supple 
mental statements upon the labels of imitation products.’ 


Sale of Flavors for Manufacturing Purposes 
The following correspondence is self-explanatory 
(From Counsel T. J. Hickey to the Prohibition Unit. 
“Where the permit is rubber-stamped as follows 
“‘Approved for sale as such, only to bona fide bakers 
and manufacturers of candy, jelly, ice cream, soft drinks, 
fountain syrups and like manufacture for subsequent use 
as flavors for their own products,” 
may the permittee sell to jobbers who in turn sell only to 
bona tide manufacturers of soft drinks for subsequent use 
as flavors for their own products?

Regarding Pennsylvania’s new Flour Law an official 
statement has been issued by Director James Foust of the 
Bureau of Foods, concurred in and approved by the Secre 
tary of Agriculture, Frank P. Willits, and Attorney Gen- 
eral George W. Woodruff.

Italy Yields Olive Oil Supremacy to Spain 


Italy, after almost a thousand years, has relinquished its 
upremacy as an olive oil producer to Spain. The Italian 
production of olive gil is steadily decreasing, while in all 
competing countries, especially in Asia Minor, it is increas.

APPRAISER’S RULING ON LEMON SOAP 


Two tariff protests by Park & Tilford and E. Arden et al. 
were decided by General Appraiser McClelland on April 23, 
Soap classified as perfumed soap at 30 per cent ad valorem 
under paragraph 66, tariff act of 1913, was claimed dutiable 
at a lower rate under the same paragraph. It was held 
that merchandise described on the invoice as lemon soap 
or soap made from pure lemon juice was dutiable at 10 
per cent under paragraph 66. It was found by the analyst 
that the lemon seap contained too little, if any essential 
oil of perfumery to be detected by chemical analysis.

Egypt Goes Light on Toilet Soaps 


Imports of toilet soaps into Egypt during the first ten 
months of 1922 were valued at $110,093 as compared with 
$131,664 year before last. American manufacturers sup- 
plied only $5,788 worth. The United Kingdom was first 
with $60,479 and Germany was second with $18,107. 





DEFLATION IN SOAP MATERIALS 
We went on record in recent issues with predictions that 
the inflation of prices for oils, fats and oil seeds could not 


extend beyond the early spring. Barring the trifling tech- 


nicality of our direct jump from winter into summer, we 


were correct. During the last three or four weeks at least 
one cent a pound has been lopped off of the price of ole- 
aginous materials used by soap manufacturers. Soap makers 
are practically out of the market for additional raw mate- 
rials right now and further declines are apt to result. 

The advance in vegetable oils, fats and kindred products 
was accompanied by considerable speculative buying. Now 
that the props have practically been pulled out from under 
the market, it is found that banks have placed an effectual 
damper on speculative trades through the calling of loans 
igainst large blocks held in store and at primary points. 
Soapers are now beginning to make preparations for an 
active summer demand for their products and may soon be 
in the market for raw material requirements to tide them 
over the summer months. With the pyrotechnical display 
in vegetable Is now written into history the market, at 


least from the standpoint of price, is entirely in favor of 





the soap trade since out of the formidable long list 
ucts utilized by the soapers it is found that valuations for 
perhaps only two, namely, cottonseed oil and olive oil 
foots, are now out of the reach of the soap kettle 

While the principal weakness in vegetable oils and other 
oleaginous products has been centered in the new crop posi- 
tions, special conditions either having to do with curtailed 
production or unusual buying have been operative in some 
products and have served to cause erratic fluctuations in 
old crop positions.

Fatty Acids in Soap Powders

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SOAP IN DENTIFRICES* 


By JOHN R. McCLELLAND, Ph.B., M.S. 


As our knowledge of physiology and physiological chem- 
istry increases, Wé find modifications occurring in the 
formule of products intended for use in the oral cavity. 
Many ingredients formerly present in dentifrices have 
heen discarded, new ones have been introduced, and a few 
have been retained. Soap belongs to the last group. Orig- 
inally soap was incorporated in a dentifrice to act as a 
detergent and to assist in the removal of food particles, 
particularly those of a fatty or greasy nature, from the 
surfaces of the teeth. Soap is retained in dentifrices for 
these purposes and in addition may play some part in the 


removal of the so-called “mucin plaques.” 

A soap intended for use in the mouth must be neutral 
when in alcoholic solution, that is, no free alkali should 
be present because of the deleterious effect of alkali upon 
the mucous membrane. It must be readily soluble in water 
Furthermore, such a soap should be free from objectionable 
flavors or odors and the natural flavor, i. e., “soapy taste” 
found in all soaps, should be so mild in degree as to be 
concealed readily by the flavoring ingredients in the denti 
frice. For these reasons, soaps made from vegetable oils 
are more satisfactory than those made from animal fatty 
acids. 

Although soap-containing dentifrices and even soap alone 
have been used for many years for cleansing the teeth, 
an objection was raised to their use by H. P. Pickerill’ in 
1912. No clinical evidence that soaps were contraindicated 
in oral preparations was advanced, other than that soaps 
depressed the alkalinity of the saliva. Pickerill’s conclu 
sions briefly were that an alkali in the mouth produced a 
flow of saliva of diminished alkalinity whereas an acid 
stimulated a flow of saliva having an increased alkalin 
index. This last condition was advantageous in that it 
permitted the neutralization of the acids produced by bac 
terial fermentations and therefore aided in the protection 
of the teeth from decay. 

Following Pickerill, Gies? advanced the theory that inas- 
much as acids precipitated mucin in the test-tube, they 
would be equally efficient in the mouth. As certain organic 
films present on teeth were assumed to consist of mucin, 
Gies’s theory was that this mucin in the precipitated form 
could be more easily eliminated from the mouth than when 
present as a soluble salt. Two obvious questions arose (1) 
would not the acid used, although weak, yet injure the 
teeth after constant and frequent applications and (2) if 
an acid led to an increased alkalinity of the saliva, how 
then could the precipitated mucin be removed before it was 
redissolved by the saliva? Neither of these questions has 
been satisfactorily answered to date. 

As Pickerill made his determinations of reaction by the 
titration method, which is now recognized as inaccurate 
lor measurement of reaction in the presence of “buffers,” 
his data had to be re-studied in the light of modern meth- 
ls, in which measurement of reaction is based upon the 
determination of hydrogen-ion concentration. Investigations

sively shown that the reaction of the saliva as it flows 
from the salivary glands is not modified by the reaction of 
the stimuli placed in the mouth. These findings are di- 
rectly opposite to those of Pickerill and would seem to 
dispose of any argument in favor of a dentifrice being 
either acid or alkaline, if the modification of the reaction 
of the saliva is in question. Further studies by Chilling- 
worth’, however, have shown that following the use of 
an acid dentifrice, cavities in the teeth remained acid, 
whereas when a soap-containing dentifrice was used, the 
cavities became alkaline. Obviously the first condition ag- 
gravated the disease whereas the change to alkalinity was 
beneficial and tended to check the progress of dental caries. 

Although Williams* demonstrated the presence of a film 
of bacteria growing at points of decay on the surfaces of 
the teeth, the modern tendency is to regard these films 
as being composed of mucin. There seems to be no evi- 
dence for this assumption, but, nevertheless, it has led to 
the development of acid dentifrices which are presumed 
to precipitate the mucin and permit of its ready removal in 
this state. As has been mentioned, the reaction of the 
saliva cannot be changed by the use of mild acids and, of 
course, strong acids may not be used in the mouth with 
impunity. Therefore, acids cannot be used to precipitate 
mucin in the mouth. Mucin precipitates at a pH = 4.58 
and redissolves at pH = 5.23. The saliva of a normal in- 
dividual varies from pH 6.3 to pH 7.4. From these figures 
it is evident that mucin must be in solution in the saliva 
and as weak acids cannot increase the hydrogen-ion con- 
centration, there is no possibility of precipitating mucin by 
this method. On the other hand, alkalies when present in 
the saliva do result in an increased pH which would tend 
to dissolve any precipitated mucin and thus remove it from 
the mouth 

Fones’ writes, “the most important ingredient in a denti- 
frice is soap.” Klotz® and others have found soap in in- 
flammatory foci where its presence retards bacterial growth. 
Because of its well-known detergent and emulsifying pow- 
ers, soap plays an active role in cleansing the oral tissues 
and is an important ingredient in a dentifrice.

of analytical methods: those in which the greatest accuracy 
is required and those in which approximately correct values 
suffice. The making of this distinction does not involve the 
sanctioning of superficial work, for it is a different thing 
to carry out a simplified method accurately and to perform 
a complicated process in a careless manner. On the other 


hand, it must be remembered that in technical work it is

For example: 2.534 grams fat; requires for titration 
17.95 cc. n/2 KOH. Opposite 17.95 in the table I find 
502.6. Dividing this by 2.534, I obtain the saponification 
value, 198.3.

This working out of tables is a practice which is fre. 
quently helpful in factory control. In autoclave fat-split- 
ting, for example, it is very practical to furnish the oper. 
ator with a table showing the minimum quantity of syl- 
phuric acid which will be necessary for the decompositior 
of the zinc soap, reckoning from the amount of zine oxide 
used. Or in the evaporation of spent lyes, a table can 
be prepared showing the amount of hydrochloric acid 
needed to neutralize a given quantity of lye, of which the 
alkalinity has been determined in the laboratory. 

l‘urther possibilities of simplifying the work of the chem 
ist or the workers by the use of such tables will occur 
to any one in practice. These suggestions are only an in- 
dication, which may stimulate other technicians to report 
similar useful labor-saving devices they may have thought 
out.—Scifensieder Zeitung.

Industrial Chemicals 


\lthough there has been some slowing up of domestic 
chemical buying as the result of the fact that consuming 
trades are in many instances covered on their nearby wants, 
the extremely satisfactory amount of export buying which 
has been in progress in alkali chemicals in the last three 
months has been a source of general gratification. The ma 
jority of American chemical producers have little to com 
plain about in the matter of business volume as in most 
instances their outputs are under contract, so that more or 
less of a regular movement is going on all the time against 
resting contracts. It is recognized that the competitive con- 
ditions which are now developing as the result of efforts 
on the part of European producers to regain a large part 
of the lucrative trade they enjoyed in chemicals before the 
war means that further progress in the direction of a paring 
down of costs and in general operating efficiency must be 
made by American producers. A feature of some interest 
has ‘been the sacriticing of prices for caustic soda by some 
importers who were desirous of circumventing storage 
charges. For some time arrivals of caustic potash have 
been larger than consuming trades could readily absorb and 
owing to the abnormal differential which has existed be 
tween spot and replacement costs consumers have been 
rather timid in the matter of additional commitments. A con 
tinuing improvement in the volume of business in sulphuric 
acid is hailed with deep interest and with the general market 
in a heavily sold condition and with heavy withdrawals 
running against contracts sellers are holding firm at $16 
a ton in tank cars for the 66 degree grade with the 60 


degrees quoted around a basis of $11. 
Distribution of potash salts, which was taken over on 
May 1 by the Potash Importing Co., has been facilitated to 


some extent through announcement of a reduction of $1 a 
ton of German muriate of potash and $2 a ton on sulphate 
of potash and mamuire salt \bolition or reduction of ex- 
port duties on chemicals by European producing countries, 
particularly Germany, has been a source of general interest 
in trade circles which would seem to emphasize the outlook 
that competition from now on will be still keener 


Other Soap Materials 


Consumption of naval stores, particularly rosin, on the 
part of leading consuming interests has been well up to the 
average for this season of the year. The movement from the 
woods to the seaboard has been on a liberal scale, however, 
and has resulted in not a small amount of price cutting on 
the part of leading handlers. The easier conditions in rosins 
are sympathetic with those in turpentine and result in no 
small measure from the fact that buying by foreign coun- 
tries has for some time been on the quiet side. 


THE ACTION OF SALTS ON SOAPS 


In a recent number of the Zeitschr. des deutsch. Oel und 
Fettindustrie, Th, Legradé describes the researches he has 
carried out, with the assistance of several collaborators, 
during the last ten years. These researches have dealt 
principally with the separative action of organic salts upon 
potassium soaps. To avoid the transformation of potassium 
soaps into sodaic soaps, as occurs with the old German 
method for obtaining hard soaps, the author has only ex- 
perimented with organic salts of potassium LeinsdOrffer’s 
rule, according to which salts of low molecular weight exer- 
cise a more energetic separative or lyeing action, was de- 
cisively determined by the author. A hard potassium soap 
containing 68 to 70 per cent fatty acids acquires the con- 
sistency of a soft soap in a concentrated solution of potas- 
sium chloride; in a concentrated solution of potassium ace- 
tate the soap hardens. On adding a solution of 50 per cent 
potassium acetate to a soft potassium soap a hard soap is 
obtained, which can be cut when cold. This is the first 
methoa thus determined for the obtention of hard potassium 
soaps. The author thinks that the future will show whether 
this process is practically economical, but the fact of being 
able to prepare hard potassium soaps is, in itself alone, a 
fact of very great importance.

Jersey Tots Slave at $1 a Week in Hovels 


By INDUSTRIALIST. 


\mazing revelations made public, 
yesterday, disclose that powder putts, 
used universally by women, are being 
manufactured in tenement homes of New 


Jersey, in many cases reeking in 
squalor. Children of five to fitteen are 
employed in making the puffs, and 


these children in known cases have eye 
afflictions, measles and other contay 
ous diseases 
Hundreds Investigated 

On another page appears the actual 
photograph taken in Jersey City ol 
a family of six manutacturing powdet 
puffs in their home for the New York 


market, (The photo showed pitiful 
conditions. ) Four of the children are 
under fifteen. By hard work they 
earn about $10 a week; the mother $5 
and the children about $1 each. This 


was one of the cleanest homes of sev- 
eral hundred home-shops where chil 
dren are being employed which were 
visited by investigators. 

Pictures of far greater distress are 
presented in any number of homes in 
that city, Newark, Paterson, Passaic 
and other centres. 

Employment of children in New 
Jersey is in violation of the tenement 
house law. An insufficient number of 
inspectors is said to make the viola- 
tions possible Che situation has be- 
come so bad that the Children’s Bu- 
reau of the United States Department 
of Labor yesterday dispatched agents 
to every industrial center of the State. 

[Information of the situation was 
first brought to the public body and 
to societies in New Jersey by the 
National Child Labor Committee in 
the reports of many investigators. By 
request of the committee the names 
and addresses are not published 

One Report of Distress 

One report, chosen at random from 
hundreds, says: 

“Five children, eldest thirteen, living 
in four rooms. lather. earns $15 pet 
week. Place fairly clean. School 
nurse reports one of the children has 
recently bought glasses. The child 
herself earned the money, $6, at $1 a 
week by embroidering nightgowns. 

“Girls of eleven and thirteen worked 
continuously when not in school.”
